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And I am apt to believe that this is one of the main 
Caufes of the Motion of the Stomach and Guts, and that 
they feldom move but wheel they have fbmething in 
their Cavity to diftend their Fibres. But I'll not be too 
bold to make fuch Deductions till farther "Tryals make it 
appear true or kKe. 

§ 5. The Motion of the Stomach being after this man- 
ner, may give us a clearer Account of the Quicknefs of 
the Diftribution of the Nourifhment, than any way 
I can find that Authors give us : the Meat being no foon- 
er opened by the Spittle and Liquor that we take in, than 
that it has a free Motion by the Defcent of the Pylorus 
into the Inteftines, which is almoft Plena Fluwme, from 
the Compreffion in the Middle of the Stomach. 



IV. Part of a Letter from Mr. Edw. Lhwyd 
to Dr. Martin Lifter, Fell of the Coll of 
Tbyf. and R. S. concerning fever a I regularly 
Figured Stones lately found by him* 

I Should have troubled you with fome fort of Account 
of our Travels; which, as you'll find by the inclofed 
Draughts of figured Stones, has been tolerably fuccef* 
ful. The 8, 9, and 15th we found near the Lhan Deilo 
in Caermardhlnfhtre ; the 11, 13 ij, 19* on the Sea* 
wern Shore in Qlocejlerftire j the 14th at Gold Cliff m 
Monmouthfhire ; and all the reft in the file of Caldey, in 
this County. The 15th whereof we found great Plenty, 
mull: doubde r s be referred to the Sceleton of fome flat 
Fifh; the 8th and 9th f know not at all what to make 
of : the reft are Modioli or Vertehrs of Sea Stars ; for I 
have been long tlnce fully fatisfied that all forts o( En* 
trochi and After ite muft be refer'd thither ; not that I con* 

elude 
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elude that either thefe, or any other Marine, terreftrial 
Bodies, were ever really, either Parts or Exuviae of 
Animals j but that they bear the fame Relation to the 
Sea-ftars, that Gloffopetrte do to the Teeth of Sharks; 
the Foffil Shells to the Marine ones, &c. Thefe are 
fcarce a Tenth Part of our Difcoveries in this Kind, the 
laft Year and the prefeot ; but- feme of them being toto 
Genere new, and the reft Improvements of your own and 
other Gentlemens Obfervations, I prefum'd this faint Re- 
prefentation of them would be fome Diverfion to you a 
My Defigner never pracStis'd before this Journey, but 
feems to improve daily, and would make fomething of 
It could we meet with either fbme Perfbns or Books to 
put him in 'the Way. You have done me, I doubt not, 
an unexpreffible Kindnefs, by procuring a Correfpon- 
dence with Mr. Tezron $ I am yet fo much a Stranger to 
his Works, that I never heard of his Name. His Notion 
of the Greek, Roman, and Celtic Languages being of 
one common Origin, agrees exa&ly with my Obferva- 
tions : But I have not advanced €o far, as to difcover 
the Celtic to be the Mother- Tongue, tho- perhaps he 
may not want good Grounds (at lead plaufible Argu* 
ments) for fuch an AfTertion. The Irifh ccrncs in with 
us, and is a Dialed: of the Old Latin, as the Britiih is 
of the Greek : But the Gothick or Teutonick, tho 3 it has 
alfb much Affinity with us, muft needs make a Band 
apart. I fhall fpeedily write to him, and trouble him 
with a few Queries about their Armorican Antique 
ties* &c
